Famine Diyerts Funds 

Immediately following the revo- 
lution a most intensive educational |. 
drive was begun under the direction 
of Lunacharsky, Commissar for Edu- 
cation. The fact that the percent- 
age of illiteracy in Russia before 
the war was greater than among 
other people of the white race indi- 
cates something of the handicap un- 
der which this drive was undertaken. 
But, by means of special primary 
readers, which ‘were issued in vast 
numbers, and with the help of a 
great staff of hastily enrolled and, 
often, inadequately prepared teach- 
ers, the fight.on illiteracy was car- 
ried forward. It was estimated that 
up to 1921, 5,000,000 persons were 
taught the rudiments of reading and 
writing. The famine in 1921, How- 
ever, made it necessary to divert all 
of the nation’s’ resources to meet the 
economic demands and the educa- 
tional campaign suffered, in con- 
sequence. 


Program in Higher Schools 
At the present time the educa- 
tional program of Russia can be 
studied to greatest advantage in the 
higher schools.

Germany Fears Conditions

Moreover, it is believed 
that a statement.to that effect would 
at once cause the most serious inner 
political complications. 

Another reason for Germany’s re- 
luctance to enter the League of: Na- 
tions is to be found in the strong 
propaganda which has been carried 
out by various Government. officials 
and editors against that institution 
ever since its foundation. For the 
past five years the League has been 
decried as a body which is totally 
under French control, and which was 
established for the sole purpose of 
keeping Germany down. It is na- 
turally difficult for the supporters 
of this propaganda to change their 
attitude over night. 

Division of Silesia 


Yet another cause for Germany’s 
hesitation in this matter is the 
League's decision in the question of 
the dividing up of Upper Silesia be- 
tween the Gérmans and the Poles, 
which has greatly arrayed the Ger- 
man people against the League. 

In reviewing the possibility of Ger- 
many entering the League of Nations 
it must be furthermore remembered 
that the Conservative Party is the 
strongest party in the German 
Reichstag at present.

Back Uniform System 


ALBANY. N. Y., Oet. 17 (Special) 
—Public school superintendents. in 
attendance. at the annual convoca- 
tion of University of the Staté of 
New York here, have decided that

H, Claude Hardy, superintendent 
of schools of Fairport, N. ., 
direction of Roy B. Kelley, presi- 
dent, of Lockport, has sent a ques-} 
tionnaire to all the school superin- 
tendents of the State, asking their 
opinions on the subject. 
the same time preparing a report, 
to be presented at a later meeting. 

E. R. Whitney and H. O. Hutchin- 
son, school superintendents, respec- 
tively, in Schenectady and Elmira, 
two of the cities where the plan has 
deen in operation for some time, 
spoke of its application there. 

“I favor a judicious reading of the 
Bible in the schools,” said Dr. Whit- 
ney. “Passages should be picked on 
which there is common ground, and 
controversial sections should be 
avoided.

In thé academic year of 1922 
and 1923 about 3000 students passed 
from the Rabfacs into the higher 
schools. 


Standards to be Maintained

10 HOLD AN ELECTION 


BRANTFORD, Ont.; oct. 11 (Spe- 
cial Correspondence) — The historic 
council of chiefs of the Six Nations 


Indians has bowed to the white 
man’s will, and is no more. The Do- 
minion Government, by proclama- 
tion just posted at the reserve, sub- 
stitutes a new system of govern- 
ment for the Indians, and an elec- 
tion is ordered for Oct. 21. The 
election will be the first to be held 
for a Six Nations Indian coyncil in 
the history of the tribe, which dates, 
back many centuries before Colum- 
bus. 

In future, instead of being gor- 
erned by hereditary chiefs, the Six 
Nations will be ruled by an elected 
council. The change comes as a 
direct result of an agitation on the 
reserve between the “Mohawk Work- 
ers” and the “Loyalists.” The first- 
named party claims independence, 
and centered its propaganda in an 
appeal to the League of Nations, 
sending Chief Levi General (Des- 
kaheh) to Geneva and England to 
press their claims. The Loyalists 
concentrated on a campaign for a 
new form of government, which, by 
the recent decree, is now granted to 
them. |

British War Office 
Holds Beauty Spot: 
av Gunnery School 


London 

Special Correspondence 
HE British War. Office has laid 
sacrilegious hands on Lulworth 
Cove, a beauty spot on the coast 


of Hardy’s Wessex. and to äll ap- 


pearance it intends to retain its hold, | 


however obnoxious that may be to 
thousands. of lovers of natural 
beauty. 

It has happened thus. During the 
war, the War Office took over a thou- 
sand acres of Lulworth Cove, which 


it converted into a gunnery school 


for the Tank Corps. The war was 
over, and D. O. R. A, was supposeg 
to have abdicated;. whereupon the 
public began to clamor that the thou- 
sand acres should be restored to 
them, and that they should once more 
enjoy the pleasures they had had 
there for maybe a thousand years. 
The War Office resisted; an action at 
law was brought, and Mr. Justice 
Sankey decided that the War Office 
must vacate the land. 

Are the War Offices going? - Not if 
they can help it. They have invoked 
a statute known as the Defense Act 
of 1842, which empowers them to ac- 
quire land compulsorily, and as the 
Secretary for War, 
said in the House of Commons, “We 
are going to proceed under the’ law 
of the land, which enables us to ac- 
quire land by compulsion, if meces- 
sary.” There is some talk of a 
“lease,” but hopes of getting rid of 
the gunnery school are not very high. |

In the hostel, these 
boys would really be trained for nor- 
mal life and would feel their way 
into friendships‘ naturally, for it 
would also be a social center for 
non-resident boys in the neighbor- 
hood. By the time the boy is 18 
years old he would be ready to go 
and live in a home which attracts 
him. These boys are ready to come 
to us, and. the magistrates would 
send others. We ence take at 
least a hundred.

work, join evening classes, and

Directions for Making 


The making of a shade of créve 
paper is much simpler than the mak- 
ing cf a silk shade.

- difficult to handle. In wrapping a 
frame with paper, the strips can be

Fete if these strips are pasted to- 
ether the joining will not show. 
Also, paste or glue is used to a large 
extent in putting the paper materials 
together, especially in attaching the 
covering to the frame, and results are 
much more quickly achieved with 


paste or glue than with tiny stitches.

Trimming Made by Hand 
In making the other three shades, 
the outside is put on first, as in the 
shade made of Ovals, and the pleats 
were laid in by hand. This can be 
done by running a row of stitched 


along the top and bottom of the 
shade, and measuring them care- 
fully so that the stitch on top is a 


stitch on the bottom three-quarters 
of an. inch long. Then the threat is 
fastened to the frame at both ends 
and the pleats evenly arranged. 
This is very easily done, for the 


determined by the size of the 
stitches. Paste the edges of the 
paper over the edges of the frame, 
and then cut a lining an inch larger 
in each direction than the shade, and 
fit it smoothly to the bagk, folding 
the edges over onto the outside and 
pasting them down. 

The shade at the extreme left is 
trimmed with a beading made of 
twisted paper. It is made by cut- 
ting .a strip of crépe paper two 
inches wide and folding it length- 
wise so that it is in three thick- 
nesses, -which makes the strip two- 
thirds of an inch wide. Beginning 
at the end of the folded strip, grasp 
the paper between the thumb and 
forefinger of each hand, and twist 


away from you. Move the fingers 
and thumbs along the strip so that.

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Drying Laundry in 
‘Small Spaces 


When those who have to account | 
for every inch of space they have 
must launder part of their wearing 
such as waists, dresses, 
night gowns or even husband’s shirt 
and find they cannot hang them up 
to dry, according to the usual man- 
ner, in the small space allotted to 
them, coat hangers can be brought 
to the rescue, The neat wooden ones 
which may be purchased for a few 
cents will safely take care of the wet 
things. Place each garment on a 
separate one, taking care nat to let 
the metal at the top come in contact 
with the article, as it might rust it. 
Then hang the hooks on a line, pin- 
ning them with safety pins some 
three or four inches apart. It will be 
found that six or seven hangers can 
be put on this line in the space where 
only a dress or waist would hang if 
attached with a clothespin. 

This space of three or four inches 
gives room for the air to pass be-

When Sewing on Snaps 


When sewing snaps on dresses and 
other garments, to get the correct 
space between the snaps try pinning 
the tape measure along the opening 
in the garment. Then lay a piece of 
double carbon paper along the places 
where the snaps should be sewed on 
and press with an orange stick the 
exact place for the snaps. This will 
leave on the goods a dot in perfect 
position for each snap.

Indeed a room 
of this description needs to be done 
under the experienced eye of the ex- 
pert and those with valuable and 
choice pieces of furniture naturally 
rely upon the best professional 2 
in planning and carrying out suc 
schemes. 

The woman who possesses a few 
nice pieces of furniture may also 
achieve excellent results in a simpler 
Way under her own direction, pro- 
vided that she has a sense of color 
ahd remembers always that her walls 
and hangings must “go away” from 
her furniture and not interfere with 
tt in any manner. 

Harmonizing with Woodwork 


Parchment and beige shades are 
especially good to choose. One au- 
thority with very great experience 
recommends that walls, curtains, 
and floor should all- be in various 
tones of one color. The idea for the 
color may be taken from some por- 
tion of the grain of the wood of 
which the furniture is made, a red- 
dish tint being used with mahogany 
and parchment color with walnut or 
oak, so that the furniture melts into 
the tone of the walls. As a back- 
ground for satinwood, pale Queen 
Anne green and pale blue are good. 

Parchment color can be found ina 
woll, paper which reproduces the 
effect of stippled paint. This makes 
a lovely background for pictures as 
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well as furniture. Another good 
color for walls is the soft brown of 
faded walnut, the shade that an old 
piece of walnut furniture takes if it 
happens to have been put near a 
window. A plain velvet pile carpet 
in another tone with very old faded 
Persian runners, und curtains either 
in velvet or damask to match the 
carpet, help to complete a scheme 
which gives full value to the furni- 
ture, detracting nothing from the 
beautiful pattern of the grain and 
the reflected light on the highly pol- 
ished surface.

The main background on walls 
aud floor should still be neutral, but 
curtains and covers may be of chintz 
with the design printed from old 
blocks introducing a note of color on 
a ground of dull green or soft brown. 


A Barn Becomes an Attractive Residence 


HE difficulty of finding suitable 
homes has stimulated an attack 
/on one of the most famous forms 
of American wastefulness. All over 
the country lie abandoned farms, 
unused barns, old-fashioned, incon- 


verient mansions and ugly: small 
houses which devour their owners in 
taxes and yet deteriorate in worth 
and value every day. At the same 
time homeless: people tramp the 
streets looking for shelter that comes 
within their means, and finally are 
obliged to rent or buy, at a price dis- 
proportionate to their incomes, a new 
house. 

The writer has seen some very 
satisfaetory. and ingenious experi- 
ments in remodeling buildings and 
making of them attractive residences 
at a price incomparably less than 
putting up new ones, 

Mrs. L., who owns many acres of 
land and a simple but fairly large 
house in the country about 50 miles 
from New York found that her in- 
come, sufficient in 1914, was far from 
being sufficient for the simplest 
needs of 1924. As she was a woman 
of many ideas and of great energy 
and common sense she did not accept 
meekly her impecuniosity and prac- 
tice the cheerless art of “going with- 
out,” but cast around for mans of 
increasing her income. Immediately 
she thought of remodeling her big 
barn as a summer cottage. This 
rambling building stood, fortunately, 
at some’ little distance from her 
house. In the old days,it had har- 
bored, besides a coachman, two 
horses, many tons of hay and car- 
riages, wagons and sleighs. For the 
lest eight years one car alone had 
stood in state within this spacious 
shelter. but taxes were not reduced 
on this account nor did repairs be- 
come less necessary.

to elaborate the system and intro- 
duce the proper flxtures. The walls 
and ceilings, which were, of course, 
unfinished and showed the frame- 
work, beams and rafters, were cov- 
ered with plasterboard of the 
heaviest quality.

will be satisfied. Jesus said, Blessed 
are they which do hunger and thirst 
after righteousness: for they shall 
be filled.” Moreover, when he wished 
to show his followers the way to that 
kingdom, he took a little child and 
put him in the midst of them, and 
said, “Except ye ,. . become as little 
children, ye shall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” It is only to 
the receptive heart that the truth 
about God is revealed. The wise men 
of old had to leave their intellectual 
achievements behind; and, with the 
true wisdom that is humility, they 
traveled a long journey to kneel be- 
fore the new-born babe, Christ Jesus. 
One of the fallacies which has pre- 
vented men from satisfying this long- 
ing for God, good, has been the belief 
that they must wait for some future 
state before they can truly find 
Him.

And as Denmark fears 
principally Germany on account of Schleswig. 
its military plans will affect those of Sweden 
very little. With Germany the Swedes have 


a this fall signed a compulsory arbitration treaty 
for the peaceful adjudication of all disputes, - 


and their hereditary enemy is still Russia. And 
the Swedish Socialists affirm, in the words of 
their leader, Hjalmar Branting, that “light is 
breaking,” even in the ast. 

It is the interpretation of what the Russian 


Revolutionists are likely to do that has divided 


the Swedish political parties and caused the 
resignation this week of the Conservative Gov- 
ernment, headed by Senator Ernst Trygger. 
Despite the fall of the Tsar and the recent 
events in continental Europe, the Swedish 
Nationalists have continued their old line of 
argument that Russian expansion toward open 
water is a menace to the liberty of Sweden, 
and, inspired as of yore by the higher army 
officers, they have clung to their old reliance 
on an army ready for instant action. This was 
the same belief which inspired both the Ger- 
man and the French militarists prior to 1914, 
and which in a great measure contributed to 
the sudden outbreak of the war. Neither side 
dared to continue negotiations too long, fear- 
ing the other side would gain an undue advan- 
tage. And so before the diplomatists had time 
to get together, general mobilizations were 
ordered and the war was on. 
Since that time Sweden has been sorely di- 
vided as to what its military policy ought to 
be. The failure of the peace negotiators to 
2 the continent has given arguments to 
e Nationalists and their military companions 
in favor of a constantly ready defense. On the 
other hand, the Liberals and the Social-Demo- 
erats have made much of the League of Nations 
‘and the continued efforts for an internationally 
organized peace. The leader of this line of 
‘thought has been former Premier Branting, 
who has remained as a delegate at Geneva, 
though defeated at home. As leader of the 
“Neutrals” he has this fall been re-elected to 
membership on the Council. 
While he does not favor disarmament on 
such a radical scale as the Danish Socialist 
Premier, Theodore Stauning, he has _ persisted 
in his campaign slogan, “Light is breaking.” 
The acceptance of the Dawes plan, the com- 
pulsory arbitration protocol at Geneva, the 
recognition of the Russian- Revolutionists by 
Great Britain and their negotiations with 
France have all given him. wind in his sails at 
home. He favors first of all, an elastic defensive 
system”—that is, one that can be adapted from 
time to time to the changes in the political 
prospects, and, secondly, a drastic reduction 
of armaments which he considers justified by 
the present outlook in Europe. Needless to 
say, he will co-operate heartily in the disarma- 
ment conference planned for next June. For 
the time being he only wants to defend the 
neutrality of his country, and for that he does 
not believe it necessary to be instantly ready 
with finger on the trigger, as demanded by the 
militarists. 3 
The outcome of the general elections this fall 
shows that Mr. Branting has public opinion 
behind him in this attitude.. Having gained 
only five seats, his party does not command a 


majority, but if he forms the next Government 


he can count on support both from the Com- 
munists who have cut loose from Moscow and 
the Left Wing of the Liberal Party.

Haynes, who occupies the position of Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner in Washington, has re- 
cently declared that there is now noticeable a 
great improvement in enforcement conditions, 
the direct result of improved co-operation. be- 
tween federal and local authorities, the imposi- 
tion of jail sentences instead of fines for viola- 
tors, and the more general use of the padlock in 
closing and keeping closed the places where 
these liquors have been illegally dispensed. 

One thing has been apparent for some time 
to those who have had an opportunity to ob- 
serve existing conditions. It is that the gradual 
drying up of domestic sources of supply has 
driyen the bootleggers to depend almost en- 


tirely upon liquors smuggled in from ships along 


the seacoasts. Now, with the proved ability of 
the revenue cutters to shut off this supply, there 
is bound to be a lessening in the number of 
offenses.

that the law cannot be enforced. The only 


reason why even greater progress has not been 
made in compelling: general observance of the 
law is that a great many otherwise sensible 
people have allowed themselves to be persuaded 
that there is no way in which it can be enforced. 
Mr. Haynes, who should be able to supply the 
best evidence, testifies that the law not only can 
be enforced, but that it is being enforced more 
effectively than heretofore. 

Nothing succeeds like success. The American 
people, some of whom have believed that noth- 
ing but failure could result from the effort to 
enforce the law, will be quick to arouse them- 
selves if they are assured that success is pos- 
sible. But it would be interesting to ascertain 
how many of those who are really in sympathy 
with the program of absolute enforcément have 
done their bit in bringing about the arrest and 
punishment of persons whom they know to be 
actual offenders against the law.

\Undaunted~in the days of his captivity, this 
former denizen of the hills and forests went 
through the Civil War with a Wisconsin regi- 
ment, leading the men comprising it into many 
a battle and urging them on with clarion cries 
as he soared aloft above the clouds of fire and 
smoke, 

An occasional remnant of his once vast 


family may now be seen on an autumn after- 


noon as the sun illuminates the ranges, of hills 
which form the valley of the Flambeau.
